SUMMARY / 



This report pertains to the interview of Jean NEBBIA 
conducted on August 7, 1963, at the Federal Penitentiary, 

Atlanta, Georgia. In the course of this interview Jean 
NEBBIA confirmed the information he had given previously 
on Joseph LUCCAROTTI and Raphael SANTANA, who have allegedly 
organized a heroin smuggling operation while in the peni- 
tentiary. NEBBIA admitted having utilized Jean BOUSQUET 
and Victor MERZ as couriers for the smuggling of heroin 
between the years 1960 and 1964, and also gave information 
on the activity of August Joseph RICORD. 

1. Reference is made to a memorandum report, dated July 5, ICSS, from 
narcotic Agent Leardis G. Rice, District #6, GFT: Joseph LUCCAROTTI. 

In this report, it is stated that Jean NEBBIA had requested an inter- 
view with Agents from District #6 and had made certain revelations on 
an alleged heroin smuggling operation by Joseph LUCCAROTTI and Raphael 
SANTANA. Further reference is made to a memorandum report dated August 

1. 1963, by Narcotic Agent Stephen F. Giorgio, case file number NY : S 
12538, pertaining to a meeting between NEBBIA and Jean BOUSQUET in the 
spring of 1964. 

2. Upon request from AUSA William Tendy, Southern District of New York, 
and assisted by Customs Agent Albert W. Seeley, I interviewed on 
August 7,. 1968, Jean NEBBIA, who is presently serving a 20-year prison 
sentence imposed as a consequence of case number NY:S 12110, which re- 
sulted in the seizure of 95 kilograms of heroin. 

3. * When questioned about the information he hu i given to Agents from 
District #6 , NEBBIA stated that, Raphael SANTA! an inmate serving 15 
years in the Federal Penitentiary, Atlanta, Georgia, for narcotic 
violation, had confided in him and had told hi.*:: the following: SANTANA 
has a friend, v/ho is interested in purchasing 'J rrge quantities of hero- 
in (10 to 20 kilograms). SANTANA mentioned thi . to Joseph LUCCAROTTI, 
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who is serving a five-year prison term for his part in NY:S 12110. 
LU0CA2I0TTI allegedly told SANTANA to have that friend visit his common- 
lav; wife, Mario BAVA, at an unknown address in France. 

4. BAVA then was to introduce SANTANA* s friend to one Juan MUNOZ, who 
would take care of delivery. SANTANA'S friend is described only as a 
Puerto Rican, about 49 years old, owner and operator of a DIET FOOD 

ST OHM in. Brooklyn or more probably in the Bronx, New York. MUNOZ was 
described by NEBBIA as the individual who had accompanied Ange LUCuAkOTTI 
to the United States at the time the latter was arrested by Customs. 

The heroin was to be smuggled to the United States by this Puerto Rican, 
utilising a Volksv/agen car purchased in Dusseldorf, Germany. 

5. This plan was formulated about two months ago, and according to 
information given to IJZBBIA by SANTANA about two weeks ago, the smuggling- 
operation has been completed. However, the heroin delivered was not of 
excellent quality, and the customer is now complaining. NEBBIA had no 
other information on the subject, but stated that he would report any 
additional information of importance which he could obtain. 

G. I then questioned NEBBIA on the smuggling operation in which he had 
been involved. He stated that inasmuch as his case is still pending 
appeal in the Supreme Court, he did not want to discuss his own case. 

In order to verify the information noted in the referenced memorandum 
report by Agent Giorgio, I showed NEBBIA a photograph of Jean BOUSQUET. 
NEBBIA identified him immediately, admitting that he had used BOUSQUET 
to smuggle heroin into the United States. I casually mentioned that 
Victor MENS had reportedly been arrested with BOUSQUET. NEBBIA became 
visibly upset and asked for additional details. 

7. I declined to give any more information on the subject, but NEBBIA 
insisted that he had to know. I asked him to explain his concern, he 
said "MERZ worked with me and BOUSQUET on this operation. After I had 
been arrested I had a message passed on to M£n& to stay out of the traf- 
fic. He gave me his word, I cannot believe that he broke his word." 

8. NEBBIA then refused to continue the discussion on that subject. But, 
after a time, he stated in answer to a question, that he had started to 
work for the OH 3 INI organization in about I960, and that ho was utilizing* 
as couriers businessmen in financial difficulties but v/ithout criminal 
record, lie stressed that he had operated only ith the ORSINI organiza- 
tion, and had never been associated with any otner organization. 

9. NEBBIA was queried about the 112 kilograms seized and the related 
arrest of BOUSQUET. According to NEBBIA, BOUS JET’ has been working 
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since 1954 for a group of Jjferoin traffickers/located in Nir&e, France. 
This group includes Joroao-PAOLI , Albert CIAUMB and Joseph PATKXZZI. 
KDBBIA stressed that ”1 wasn’t there when they loaded the merchandise, 
but I am positive that this is true." lie also stressed that he had 
seen BOUS^UST with PAOLI on several occasions in Paris, which led him 
to believe that the rumors he had heard were true. 


10. ZwBDSA v.v.a also tloned t :vrr colic operation in r outh 

America. He stated that the operation in Argentina is controlled by 
August Joseph HI CORD, an ex-member of the French underworld in Paris, 
Franco. RICCRD utilises tho services of his nephew Louis BONSIGNOUR 
*3 Philipoe SPADARO, to negotiate with the French heroin suppliers, whom 
NEBBIA identified as the GliSINI. 


11. NBBBIA stated that to his knowledge and based on his experience, 
the entire narcotic traffic in the United States is controlled by the 
Mafia. He included in this statement the traffic conducted by South 
American Nationals who "could not operate if they did not pay off the 
Mafia." 


12. The interview was discontinued by NEBBIA who again did not want to 
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"compromise himself” in view of his pending appeal, 
that he would request another interview if he received additional 
information. NEBBIA also strongly indicated that he would want to 
cooperate with the United States Government if his appeal is denied. 
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
